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WAR TIME TO RULE 
IN MAY 5 PRIMARY 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,, March 
25.—War time “is controlling for 
the State of Alabama in the con- 
duct of its official business’ and 
consequently governs the time of 
opening and closing of the polls 
in all elections, Attorney General 
Thomas S. Lawson ruled Tuesday 
in response to inquiry from Pro- 
bate Judge W. W. Hill of Mont- 
gomery County. 

In another opinion to Judge 
Hill, in response to his inquiry 
asking clarification of the law as 
to dates of issuance of absentee 
ballots by probate judges, the at- 
torney-general held that the first 
day on which application could be 
made for such ballot is the 20th 
day before the date of election, 
and the last day, the 5th day he- 
fore the election. Applying these 
rules to the Democratic primary 
to be held May 5, the opinion 
pointed out that application for 
absentee ballots may be made be- 
ginning April 15 and ending April 
30th, 

In another ruling, rendered to 
Probate Judge F, B. Thompson of 
Clay County, Atty. Gen. Lawson 
held that a qualified voter who is 
absent from his county during the 
hours the polls are open by reason 
of his regular business may se- 
cure and cast an absentee ballot 
even though he may be in the 
county on election day before the 
polls are opened and after they 
are closed,

Plans to further a general cam- 
paign to keep fires out of wood- 
lands are being mapped out by 
various leaders in Coffee County, 
together with a program of res | 
forestation. W. L, Shaddix — of 
the Southern States Forest Fire 
Commission with headquarters in 
Columbus, Ga., is in Elba and Bn- 
lerprise this week in the interest 
of the plan to distribute free slash 
pine seedlings to school children 


An allotment of seedlings was 
made early in the year by the 
Commission, to be awarded to 
hoys and girls who have taken the 
lead in keeping fires out of their 
respective communities, and the 


Pan is to increase this allotment, 
and perhaps to include some Doug- 
las Fir, White Pine, and Spruce 
to schools which feature refores- 
tation, Mr. Shaddix stated, 

One of the main incentives was 
ridding the woods of fires is the 
necessity for maintaining mulch 
on the ground to make grass rien 
in starch protein and carbohy- 
drates for milk cows, Mr. Shaddix 
stated. “Burnt over land produces 
§rass quicker, but the grass will 
get tough quicker, and year after 
year the quality of the grass is 
lowered, so that finally a milk 
cow will starve on such grazing,”

each school among teen age boys, 
and to interest the giris in refor- 
estation, as well as landscaping,

To Be Enforced 


MONTGOMERY, Ala, Warn- 
ing tickets will be issued and ar- 
rests will be made where neces- 
sary to enforce the 40 miles per 
hour speed limit which went into 
effect Wednesday, April 1, Major 
James F, Brawner, director of the 
State Department of Public 


| Safety, has announced. 


“Where a driver caught speed- 
ing displays the right attitude and 
a willingness to correct his fault,” 
Major Brawner said, ‘warning’ 
tickets will be issued to start 
with. However, motorists should 
keep in mind that these and other 
warning tickets accumulate in 
our files and sometimes lead to 
loss of a driver's license if his 
record becomes too serious. 

“Arrests will be made where 
our patrol officers, in isolated 
cases, find motorists inclined to 
ignore or defy the new speed 
limit.” 

The 40 m, p. h. regulation was 
proclaimed as a rubber conserva- 
tion measure, at the request of 
President Roosevelt.

POWDERED BORAX GREAT 
FLY AND MOSQUITO KILLER 


Powdered borax is one of the 
most effecti¥é and inexpensive 
remedies against both the house- 
fly and the mosquito. 

The housefly breeds and feeds 
in filth, especially fresh horse ma- 
nure. But if fly-breeding mate- 
rial is treated with borax, the 
maggots will be killed before they 
can escape and develop into flies, 
Eleven ounces of borax dissolved 
in from 2 to 10 gallons of water 
is enough to treat 8 bushels of 
manure, Borax: scattered thickly 
every 3 or 4 days in open-box priv- 
ies is another important health 
measure, as it will prevent the 
breeding of disease-carrying flies. 

Borax is also effective in keep- 


ing down the mosquito popula- 
tion, House mosquitoes may 
breed in any standing water, even 


in discarded tin cans holding very 
small amounts of water. Where 
such breeding places cannot be 
eliminated or screened, the addi- 
tion of a small handful of pow- 
cered borax to each bucketful of 
water may prevent much mosqui- 
to trouble. 

Borax may be used in any wa- 
ter, for washing clothes or dishes, 
in fire buckets and unused toilets. 
Water stored for drinking or cook- 
ing should be carefully screened 
to keep out mosquitoes. 

Screening the house for Better 
Homes Week is one of the most 
important health steps that can 
be taken, 


BETTER GRAPES COME 
FROM SPRAYED VINES 


AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama vine- 
yard operators and home garden- 
ers can boost fruit yields and 
quality if they spray their grape 


vines early this spring with a 
standard 4-4-50 bordeaux mix- 
ture, says W. A. Ruffin, extension 
horticulturist. Although winter 


pruning eliminates much disease- 
harboring old wood, reinfection is 
likely in spring unless vines are 
sprayed, 

It is recommended that sprays 
be applied as follows: 

(1) When the new shoots are 7 
or 8 inches long; (2) about a week 
before the blooming period; (3) 
just after blossoms fall; (4) when 
berries are about the size of small 
peas; and (5) when fruit is about 
half grown, Diseases are more 


difficult to control in southern 
sections.

MANY ALABAMA FARMERS 
TO PLANT EDIBLE SOYBEANS 


AUBURN, Ala.—Many Alaba- 
ma farmers will plant soybeans— 
a health-giving and hardy-grow- 
ing edible—for the first time this 


spring. 
Edible soybeans are easy to 
grow because of their high 


drought and insect resistance and 
are likely to succeed where other 
vegetables may fail. 

In a bulletin entitled ‘Edible 
Soybeans for Alabama,’ Drs. W. 
C. Sherman and H. R. Albrecht, 
of the Alabama Experiment Sta- 
tion, point out that soybeans are 
very high in protein and fat. 

Work at the Experiment Sta- 
tion indicates that late maturing 
varieties (September) are the 
best edible soybeans. The Roku- 
sun and Tokyo are recommended 
particularly because they yield 
well and are considered of excel- 
lent quality. The intermediate 
maturing varieties of edible soy- 
beans, Kokkaide, Funk Delicious 
and No. 85560, are considered the 
most desirable midseason varie- 
ties tested, as they produce green 
beans of high quality which are 
ready when other vegetable crops 
begin to fail. The early-maturing 
varieties are not particularly rec- 
cmmended for use in Alabama. 

Soybeans grown as vegetables 
can be planted generally in the 
same manner as those planted for 
hay. The land should be wel! 
prepared and for general garden- 
ing purposes about five pounds of 
basic slag-muriate of potash mix- 
ture can be applied for each 100- 
foot row. If this is not available 
use 4-10-7 at the same rate, Plant 
in April or early May four to 
eight inches in the drill and 21%4- 
foot rows. 

In the bulletin, which may be 
obtained from the Alabama Ex- 
periment Station, Auburn, at- 
tractive recipes for cooking and 
serving soybeans are given,

DEATH (EASTER) 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 12:24-27; I Cor- 
inthians 15:50-58. 

GOLDEN TEXT—But thanks be to God, 
which giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.—I Corinthians 15:57, 


V for Victory! By that sign have 
many peoples indicated their con- 
fidence in a victory to come, It is 
well to have a victorious outlook, 
but it is even better to be able to 
look back to victory already at 
tained, That is just what we are 
able to do as we consider man’s 
great and final enemy—death. That 
victory has been won on behalf of 
all who believe, by the risen Christ 
of whom we think in a special way 
on this Haster day. 


He is the Lord of the living, not 
of the dead; those who, even though 
they may have left this world, have 
only laid aside the corruptible body 
for the incorruptible. They are vic- 
torious, even as we are, over death. 


I. Living, Not Dead (Mark 12:24- 
27). 

The Sadducees, a rationalistic sect 
of Christ's day, denied the resur- 
rection, and so they were much 
distressed by His plain teaching of 
that truth. They therefore devised 
an intricate hypothetical case (see 
Mark 12:18-23) and sought to set a 
trap for Him, But they only caught’ 
themselves, for He pointed out to 
them and to the people that what 
was wrong with them was that they 
did not understand the Scriptures 
nor the power of God. 


That is precisely what is wrong 
with the modernists of our day— 
they misinterpret God’s Word, and 
they deny His power. 


Then Jesus turned to them and 
in place of their fantastic ‘‘suppos- 
ing’? story He spoke of three real 
characters from the books of Moses 
which they taught. He said that 
God still calls Himself the God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, because 
though they had long been in their 
graves, they were still alive. God's 
fellowship with His people is not 
merely for the brief life span of this 
earth, but for eternity. That fact, 
of course, carries with it the truth 
of the resurrection. 


II. Incorruptible, Not Corruptible 
(I Cor. 15;50-54). 


Man knows that his earthly body 
is marked for decay and death. That 
fact is written in its very members. 
He also knows that such & body 
would be entirely inappropriate for 
heaven—for eternity. Is he then 
barred from God's eternal kingdom? 
No, indeed, for there is to be a 
glorious change — the corruptible 
shall put on incorruptibility. 


Whether we shall tarry until Je- 
sus comes and be transformed with- 
out dying, or whether we shall await 
His coming for a time among those 
who sleep, there will come that 
trurnpet sound, and in the twinkling 
of an eye we shall be clothed upon 
with incorruptible bodies like unto 
His glorious resurrection body (Phil. 
3:21), There we have an assurance 
of victory already won on our be- 
half, which can and does strengthen 
our souls against the trials and sor- 
rows of life, 


II. Victorious, Not Defeated (I 
Cor. 15:55-58). 


When Satan after a long struggle 
finally had Christ’s body laid away 
in the tomb, he thought he had the 
victory, but just then came his great 
hour of defeat. 


“Up from the grave He arose, 
With a mighty triumph o’er His 
foes.” 


“Death could not hold its prey," 
for it sought to hold one stronger 
than itself—the Lord of Life Him- 
self. He had broken the bonds of 
sin by His sacrifice on Calvary; 
and since it was ‘sin (the violation 
of the law) which brought death in 
the first place (Gen. 2:17; 3:17-19), 
there was now a complete victory 
over both sin and death, 

The one who knows Christ need 
no longer fear death. For him it 
is not a leap into the dark, or go- 
ing as a trembling wayfarer into 
an unknown land. President John 
Quincy Adams was right when, aged 
and frail, he replied to a question 
as to his welfare: ‘‘Quite well, thank 
you. The house in which I live is 
tottering and trembling, and I may 
soon have to move out, but I am 
quite well.’’ He was ready for the 
departure into a better land and a 
better body. 

Such a hope has a splendid practi- 
cal application, which Paul stresses 
in verse 58. With victorious assur- 
ance the believer stands steadfast 
and unmovable at the center of life, 
while always abounding in the joys 
and duties which come at its cir- 
cumference. Like the wheel which 
can be useful only as its center is 
established and steady, so man can 
serve the Lord and enjoy a satisfy- 
ing life only as he has the stead- 
fastness of which Paul here speaks. 

We trust that it is your posses- 
sion by faith in Christ. If not, 
make it so on this resurrection Sun- 
day!

MORE PEANUT HARVESTING 
MACHINERY IS AVAILABLE 


AUBURN, Ala.—In an effort to 
make certain that peanut grow- 
ers will have ample machinery to 
harvest their 1942 peanut crop the 
Ga.-Fla,-Ala, Peanut Assn, has 
announced the purchase of the 
entire output of pickers and hay 
balers of six manufacturing com- 
panies, 

The Association has also asked 
that these companies increase 
their production four-fold so as 
to have a minimum of 3,000 pick- 
ers available as compared with 
750 last year. 

The GFA will purchase these 
machines outright from the man- 
ufacturer and distribute them 
among the peanut producing 
counties on the basis of need, It 
is thought that not more than one 
peanut picker can be provided for 
every 500 acres planted in each 
county. 

After establishing need for the 
harvesting machinery in certain 
localities the machine will be 
placed with a purchaser who, if 
he cannot pay cash, will be grant- 
ed satisfactory terms by the GFA. 

Although the GFA will not pur- 
chase or distribute peanut plant- 
ing and cultivating machinery, 
the organization is working ac- 
tively with the War Production 
Board and manufacturers of farm 
machinery in an effort to secure 
stepped-up production of such ma- 
chinery.

ON MIXED FERTILIZERS 

AUBURN, Ala,—The Office of 
Price Administration recently set 
price ceilings on mixed fertilizers, 
superphosphate, and potash, 

This was done as a precaution- 
ary measure to prevent inflation- 
ary advances of fertilizer prices 
at a time when farmers are need- 
ing fertilizers to meet Food for 
Freedom goals, 

The order provides that prices 
of mixed fertilizers, superphos- 
phate and potash shall be no high- 
er than: 

(1) The list prices used by the 
manufacturer or dealer during 
the period between February 16 
and February 21; or 

(2) The average price charged 
by the manufacturer, agent or 
dealer on the same kind of sales 
during this period; or 

(8) If there is no such price 
list and no such sales were made 
then the list price of others in 
the same locality. 

This price order covers prices 
on all fertilizer sales of 250 Ibs. 
or more, Prices lower than the 
maximum established by OPA 
may be charged.

all the American friends and rela- 
tives are in the potential front lines 
of this war, They are beginning to 
learn something of the strict and 
unalterable rules of secrecy under 
which soldiers in the actual front 
lines must operate to maintain even 
a minimum of safety. 

For their own good, as well as for 
the good of their sons and brothers 
and husbands and sweethearts in 
the military service, the people of 
the United States are being asked 
by the military authorities not to 
discuss what they know of troop 
movements and dispositions. 

As a result hundreds of thousands 
of Americans who have become ac- 
customed during the last year and 
a half to the fullest publicity on the 
activities of their relatives and 
friends in the various branches of 
the United States army will have 
to console themselves in the coming 
year with only meager accounts of 
the whereabouts of these men and 
the work in which they are engaged. 

There have been no official orders 
on the subject and few official sug- 
gestions, but some of the things 
which the army would rather not 
have published (and which the peo- 
ple should not discuss among them- 
selves) can be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

Movements of troops, whether by 
rail, motor or otherwise, and even 
in such small numbers as com- 
panies, platoons or squads, 

Disposition of troops in any part 
of the United States 

Designation of troops by regl- 
mental numbers or otherwise at any 
point in the United States. 


Study Defense Trades 


In Federal Penitentiary 
LEWISBURG, PA. — Vocational 
training classes at the federal peni- 
tentiary at Lewisburg have respond- 
ed to the demand for skilled work- 
men made by the expanding nation- 
al defense program. 

Warden Willi:m E. Hiatt revealed 
that classes hi : been enlarged and 
a “night shift’’ inaugurated to keep 
abreast of the prisoner demand for 
instruction. 

He said that the demand for weld- 
ers resulted in larger classes in that 
particular line but that ‘practically 
everything” in the mechanical skills 
was expanded. 

“Quite a few men,’’ Hiatt added, 
“are getting jobs immediately after 
their release.” 

Instruction is given in welding, 
blue print reading, mechanical 
drafting, plumbing, carpentry and 
machine shop practice. 

A veteran of 16 years in the fed- 
eral prison service, Hiatt empha- 
sized that the training program 
made available more time for recre- 
ation for the prisoners. 

‘It has always been my theory,” 
he declared, ‘‘that when you keep 
a man occupied he is not so con- 
cerned with his problems.” 

In addition to mechanical training, 
Hiatt revealed that demands upon 
farmers made by the defense speed- 
up was reflected in the prison’s farm 
activities. 

“We have expanded our farm 
work this year,’’ he said. ‘We're 
doing more truck gardening than 
ever before and raising practically 
every other kind of crop so we are 
pretty near self-sufficient.’

GREAT LAKES, ILL.—It won't be 
long before the Chester C. Culp fam- 
ily of Waukegan, IIll., celebrates a 
cumulative and collective total of 200 
years in the army and navy.

AMA PROGRAM CREATES 
MORE FARM MARKETS 


AUBURN, Ala,— The creation 
of additional farm markets in the 
amount of $237,294.50 by the Ala- 
bama community school lunch 
program, food stamp program

The nod for America's air army 
now goes to all those youngsters 
who like to do things with their 
hands, who are fascinated by in- 
vention, thrilled with things that 
move and love skilled occupations 
or avocations. That is most of the 
Americans, 

Learn by Experience, 

The discovery came out of the 
school of hard experience, the recent 
months of training when both serv- 
ices limited candidates to college 
men, 

The mechanical aptitude qualifica- 
tion does not exclude college men 
by any means, It was, in fact, the 
large proportions of this class among 
collegtans which called attention to 
the value of this quality. 

The reason for the college training 
was that stupidity cannot be tolerat- 
ed in air training, It was reasoned 
that a man with two years of col- 
lege probably would not be stupid, 

Mechanical aptitude is a definite 
qualification. But the medical men 
are sure there are others, and one 
of them was explained to the aero 
physicians at a meeting at Harvard 
medical school. 

Laymen would label this quality, 
perhaps, as love of excitement, but 
the scientists say it is something 
broader and deeper. 

It is, they think, a classification 
which takes in about half of the hu- 
man race, and which in America 
might be more than half. They 
have no single name for the quality, 
but around the flying fields they say 
the officers instinctively recognize it, 

The scientists explain this differ- 
ence by dividing men emotionally, 
into two groups. The dividing line 
is the intangible quality known as 
normality. 

Above or Below Normal. 


Among entirely normal people, 
emotionally, hardly any fit exactly 
the midnormal qualities. They are 
either above normal, or below. 

These are the two classes con- 
sidered in flying; one above normal, 
yet still within the wide limits of 
normalcy; the other on the lower 
side, and still within the limits. 

The over-normals start with slight 
exaggerations of normal reactions, 
in many ways, such as rapid hearts, 
a tendency to sweat under excite- 
ment, or ability to feel keen nervous 
tension. 

It is in this above-normal class 
which the medical men say the most 
good military fliers are apparently 
being found. 

Above normal goes on to anxiety 
neuroses, hysterias and mental 
breakdowns, but being a little above 
normal is no sign whatever that a 
person is apt to go all the way. He 
merely is a different sort of fellow 
from the under-normal and the dif- 
ference is one recognized by instinct 
rather than by classification. 


Pens Left by Germans 
Explode, Fell British 


LONDON.—tThe first wounded to 
return from the Libyan campaign 
disclosed that the retreating Axis 
armies there left a trail of fountain 
pens and motion-picture cameras 
filed with explosives, and that these 
caused many British casualties, The 
pens exploded when the ends were 
removed and the cameras blew up 
when the cranks were turned, 

Explosive and incendiary pack- 
ages were dropped by planes. Some 
served as land mines, blowing up 
when vehicles passed over, while 
others contained substances that 
stuck to wheels and started fires,

NEW YORK. — The American 
family is still shrinking, a census 
expert says. 

Paul C, Glick of the United States 
census bureau told the American 
Sociological society that in 1790 the 
typical family had three children 
and predicted that by 1980 the aver- 
age would be fewer than one child 
under 21 years of age per family.

Are Ordered for Italy 
ROME.—Further drastic reduc- 
tions in railroad facilities through- 
out Italy were ordered to meet ‘‘un- 
avojdable exigencies of the general 
interest.’ All reduced fares for 
family tickets, as well as season 
tickets for journeys of over 60 miles 
and other fare reductions were abol- 
ished. This move followed a recent 
decree which greatly reduced the 
number of passenger trains in sery- 
ice, especially in the Milan area.
